LIVING JUMPS 


Figures Show Growth of 
Public Education in U. 
S. During Past 50 Years 


CRANSTONPREPARES 
INTERESTING PAPER 


Increase in Attendance at 
Schools More Than Dou­ 
ble That Shown in 1876 


Some Interesting figures on the 
growth of education in the U nited 
States and increase in cost in the 
past 50 years are contained in a 
statem ent prepared by J. A. C ran­ 
ston, city superintendent of schools. 
The figures used by the school su* 
perlntendent w ere taken from a re ­ 
port prepared by Dr. F rank M. 
Phillips, 
of 
George 
W ashington 
university. 
The 
statem ent, 
Superintendent 
C ranston explained, w as prepared 
with a view to giving the m em bers 
of the board of education an idea 
of 
school 
expenditures, 
showing 
th at the cost h as kept pace w ith 
the general increase in cost of liv­ 
ing as m easured 
by 
dollars and 
cents. 
The statem ent follow s: 
"In 1876 the school population in 
the United S tates— th at is. children 
from five to 
17 
years—num bered 
14.000.000. 
Today there are 30,- 
000.000. T here w ere enrolled in 1876, 
3.000.000.children 
in 
the public 
schools; today there are 26,000,- 
000 children enrolled. 
The average 
daily attendance 50 years ago w as 
5.000.000. 
In 1926 the num ber w as 
estim ated a t 21,000,000. 
“In 1876, 49 out of IOO enrolled 
were in school every day. 
In 1926. 
80 per cent of IOO enrolled were In 
school every day. 
"The school year has Increased 
from 133 
days in 
1886 to 170 in 
1926. 
"The 
expenditure 
for 
public 
schools per capita of population has 
increased from 
$1.83 
in 1876 to 
$18.25 in 1926. 
The cost per pupil 
in average daily attendance has in­ 
creased 
from 
$15.00 
per pupil in 
1876 to $96.17 per pupil in 1924. The 
cost in cents per pupil per day has 
increased from 21.1 cents in 1910 
to 56.6 cents in 1924.

"In 1910. 5.1 per cent of the public 
school children w ere enrolled in 
high schools. 
In 1924, 14 per cent 
of all pupils in the public schools 
were enrolled in high schools. H igh 
school enrollm ent increased 1126.6 
per cent from 1890 to 1925. 
"W hat becom es of the fifth grade 
child? 
O ut of IOO who sta rt in 
the fifth grade, 243 enter the first 
year of high school, 139 graduate 
from high school. 72 enter college 
and 23 grad u ate from college.”

A.—The fact that strawberries 
are grown successfully on a wide 
range of soils probably accounts 
for the varying opinions you have 
had. Under some conditions and 
methods 
of 
handling, 
light 
or 
sandy loam soils are best, and 
under other conditions and with 
different varieties, heavy soils may 
be preferable. If It is desired, for 
Instance, to grow such straw ber­ 
ries as the Carolina for late winter 
and early spring cropping, a warm 
sandy 
loam 
would 
certainly 
be 
more suitable than a cold, heavy 
soil. On the other hand if earli­ 
ness Is not so much of an ob­ 
ject as quantity of fruit and very 
possibly quality as well, a heavy 
rich soil, although harder to han­ 
dle, would undoubtedly yield bet­ 
ter crops 
It should go without saying that 
different 
soils 
require 
different 
methods of irrigation, cultivation 
and fertilization. The lighter soils, 
although 
warmer and easier to 
work, need more organic matter, 
more frequent Irrigation and cul­ 
tivation than the heavier types. It 
is therefore impossible to say that 
any one soil is best. 
Properly 
worked, 
fertilized 
and 
otherwise 
cared for, almost any soil except 
those excessively sandy or gravelly 
and the sticky clays, may be made 
to grow fine strawberries. Local 
conditions, climatic factors, amount 
of irrigation water available, and 
purpose for which

required. 
Whichever soil Is chosen, it should 
be remembered th a t strawberries 
are relatively s h a llo t rooted and 
arc therefore surface feeders, re­ 
quiring plenty of plant food In the 
upper foot of soil.

N uts blighted when quite 
small will probably drop off before 
they mature. The disease itself Is 
of bacterial origin and no control 
is known. W eather conditions un­ 
doubtedly contribute to the rela­ 
tive severity of the disease, as 
some years when tem peratures and 
humidity are high 
It materially 
reduces the crop and other years 
when these conditions do not pre­ 
vail scarcely any loss results. 
Raised spots on walnut leaves 
are caused by attacks of the w al­ 
nut blister mite. Very rarely lf 
ever is the injury severe enough to 
w arrant the expense of treatm ent.

A —A walnut can be budded, but 
it is preferable to graft.

WASHINGTON. 
Juno 
I.—Th* 
“llraequat,” a new citrus fruit de­ 
veloped by th* United States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture for culture 
in the southern part of the coun­ 
try, will soon be found in the public 
soda fountains aa a new source of 
limeade. 
W est Indian Umee, on which the 
thirsty public depends a t present 
for this zesty drink, are not grown 
in the United States except in the 
extreme southern part of Florida, 
and even there they are often se­ 
verely Injured by freezing. The Im­ 
ported supply Is variable In quality 
and quantity. 
The new type of citrus fruit was 
originated In 1909 by W alter T. 
Swingle, department plant breeder, 
by crossing the W est Indian lime 
with the 
kumquat 
orange. 
Th* 
kum quat la one of the hardiest of 
the evergreen citrus fruit trees, and 
is also highly resistant to some of 
the diseases affecting the lime and 
other citrus varieties. 
The fruit, 
however, 
has 
little 
commercial 
value and Is used chiefly for dec­ 
orative purposes. 
The product of this cross, now 
known as the 
Ihnequat, 
carries 
many of the good traits of both of 
its ancestors. 
It is thin skinned, 
Juicy and resembles the lime in 
appearance and taste to auch an 
extent that it can scarcely be dis­ 
tinguished from the true lime by 
an expert. 
The tree on which It grows Is very 
hardy and resistant to disease, and 
has proved adaptable over a wide 
range of territory. 
It has w ith­ 
stood 
tem peratures 
in 
northern 
Florida and Alabama as low as 17 
degrees without injury. 
The limequat is well adapted for 
making ades, marmalade, preserves j 
and for use In the crystalized form 
since the rind. like that of the kum ­ 
quat, ia edible.

fruit diseases, 
which 
It is expected will be especially a t­ 
tractive to student*, not only on 
account of th# economic im port­ 
ance of the subject but also the 
further fact that no course In this 
Im portant field is available else­ 
where In the United States. 
Among the fruits, the diseases of 
which will be considered, are the 
citrus 
fruits, 
walnut, 
fig. 
olive. 
avocado, 
persimmon 
and 
pome­ 
granate. 
Dr. B arrett is widely known to 
the citrus growers of California, 
having served as head of the divis­ 
ion of plant pathology of the cit­ 
rus experiment station for the past 
15 years, during part of 
which 
he was in active charge of that 
institution. 
He is at present a s­ 
sociate director in addition to con­ 
ducting important researches. He 
is known as one of the best lec­ 
turers and inspiring teachers of 
plant pathology in the west. 
Dr. Fawcett enjoys an interna­ 
tional reputation as a citrus path- • 
ologist, by common consent being 
ranked as the leading authority in 
this important field. 
He is thor­ 
oughly familiar with citrus dis­ 
eases In Florida and California, 
having served as plant pathologist 
in the Florida agricultural experi­ 
ment station for some years, and 
since 1912 as citrus pathologist in 
the University of Chicago; and is 
regarded as one of the most pro­ 
ductive investigators in the United 
States, having made numerous and 
notable contributions to the tech­ 
nique of the science and to the 
knowledge of citrus diseases and 
their control.

ATLANTA. June I.—Th* Missis­ 
sippi flood, in the opinion of many 
agriculturalists of the south, will 
bring relief a t least in one direc­ 
tion. 
It will, In Its devastating way. 
help solve some of the trouble* of 
the cotton grower. 
For years the southern farm er 
has found himself unable to cope 
with the cotton situation. 
The 
crop. despite ravages of th* boll 
weevil, was such as to clutter the 
ma rket. 
Last 
year 
was 
the 
worst 
In 
many. 
when 
farm ers 
throughout 
the south were on th# verge of 
bankruptcy due to the dangerous 
drop in the cotton market. 
Experts, 
therefore. 
suggested 
remedies in the form of a slack­ 
ening of the south’s 
production 
schedule this year, In rotation of 
crops, and In the Introduction of 
other new farm ing methods. D airy­ 
ing. to a greater extent than was 
ever before 
practiced, was sug­ 
gested as a relief measure, and 
this has already found some re­ 
sponse. 
Nature Takes a Hand 
But King Cotton still is supreme 
in the south, beyond the health 
and prosperity of th# farmer*. 
The Mississippi flood, therefore, 
is looked upon as nature's way 
of remedying the situation. 
More 
than 3,000,000 acres of farm land is 
waste today. Three fourths of It 
was sown to cotton. P nly about 
20 per cent of It may be rescued 
to cotton this year. provided the 
flood 
recedes 
In 
time 
for 
re­ 
planting. 
Mississippi. Arkansas, Louisiana 
have been hardest hit—three great 
cotton growing states. In each of 
these, it Is estimated up to 85 per 
cent of the inundated lapd was de­ 
voted to cotton. 
These states ars noted for their 
long staple cottons, which 
have 
brought better returns than the 
shorter varieties. These cottons, it 
is estimated, will be cut more than 
a half million bales due to the 
flood. 
Besides. Red Cross and agricul­ 
tural officials are discouraging the 
replanting of cotton for this year. 
The greatest need today is to teed 
the 
inhabitants 
of 
the 
stricken 
areas and their stock. 
Try Truck Gardening 
So seed is being provided mostly 
for the planting of vegetables and 
truck gardening is being encour­ 
aged. This is hardly a common 
practice for the south, but it Is 
believed that first inculcated It will 
become a yearly habit for many 
at the regular cotton growers. 
The result of this situation may 
be the long hoped for rise in cot­ 
ton, with some relief to the re­ 
maining growers of the south. 
Then, next year. when cotton 
goes back into the soil of the 
Mississippi valley, it is hoped, the 
farmers will have been educated 
enough at least to devoting a small 
part of their farm land to vege­ 
table gardening—enough at least 
to 
provide 
for 
their 
immediate 
needs.

Southern Sugar 
Production Low 
In 1926 Season 


Only 47,000 short tons of sugar 
were made from the 1926 cane 
crop of Louisiana, according to re­ 
ports received from all operating 
factories by the bureau of agri­ 
cultural economics, United States 
department of agriculture. 
This is 
the smallest production since 1873, 
when only 46,000 short tons were 
made. 
Production of sugar from 
the 1925 crop was 139,000 short 
tons, and 88,000 shorts tons were 
made from the 1924 crop. 
A relatively large part of the 
cane crop was made into molasses 
and syrup, thereby reducing the 
amount of actual sugar made. The 
total acreage of cane 
harvested 
was also considerably less than in 
the two 
preceding 
years. 
Low 
yields of cane per acre, and a small 
yield of sugar per ton of cane 
also helped to reduce the produc­ 
tion of sugar as well as the amount 
of molasses and syrup made.

world has better teeth than America, and in passing 
on our knowledge of dentistry the Eastman founda­ 
tion is strengthening the entente cordial no small de­ 
gree. 


“Prove all things, hold fast that which is genuine.” Such was 
the advice given by a great leader many years ago to a group of 
people who were quite perplexed. His advice is timely. We too are 
often bewildered. 
Our age has been described as one that is re­ 
valuating its values. 
Things hitherto considered far too sacred to 
be questioned, are now on the witness stand and are undergoing 
a cross examination, as insistent as it is merciless. 
Now I would like you to see that these words contain sound 
counsel. They indicate the type of mind that we need for just such 
a period as that through which we are passing. “Prove” and at the 
same time “hold fast.” That is not easy, but it is essential. It was 
said of Pasteur that “he had a mind that observes and a hand that 
executes.” 
Obviously this great scientist, even in his life of tire­ 
less investigation, held fast to certain values which he considered 
genuine enough to win his respect and loyalty. 
It is quite easy for us to do one thing, or the other, rather than 
both. 
Some people for example are adepts in the art of proving 
all things. 
They are analysts. They love to pull apart the petals 
of a flower and see the how of its construction. They are ever ask­ 
ing questions. They never have any answers. 
Other people stand 
at another extreme. They are holding fast. Their minds are quite 
made up. 
Everything is settled, for them. 
Underneath all of the 
vexing problems of our age, they have mentally written Q. E. D. 
One is reminded as he thinks of such people of the young lady 
who, many years ago, graduated from college. After receiving her 
diploma she said, “Well my education is at last finished. 
It would 
be strange if after four years hard application, anything were left 
incomplete. Happily that is all over now and I have nothing to do 
but to exercise my various accomplishments. As to common things, 
geography, history, poetry, philosophy, thank my stars, I have got­ 
ten through with them all, so I may consider myself not only per­ 
fectly accomplished, but also thoroughly well informed.” 
I would venture to suggest that even for a young lady life 
might lose its zest with such a type of mind. 
Unfortunately she is 
not alone. 
Such is the mental attitude of very many, who have 
ceased to ask questions, and for whom life has become a closed 
book. 
Like the ivy they are holding fast, in spite of the fact that 
the walls to which they cling are no longer inhabited. 
The healthy mind is that which combines both of these atti­ 
tudes. It investigates, and at the same time, holds fast. 
Scan the 
heavens for every new ray of light, but keep your feet on the ground. 
Set your sail to catch every new gale of truth, but keep your anchor 
—hold fast as you prove. 


FIGHTING THE "NEXT” WORLD WAR 


“If mankind has any one enemy that causes him 
a maximum of trouble, it is the baleful bug—the in­ 
defatigable insect. Fire is a terror, flood is a horror, 
storm is a menace. War takes its awful toll and crime 
counts its victims by scores and hundreds, yet they 
all pale into insignificance under the ravages of the 
boll weevil, the corn borer, the gypsy moth, the 
Japanese beetle and their kith and kin. 
If there is 
ever another World war, it should be a war against 
bugs.” 
lf that is true, and we won’t argue the question, 
we have been fighting battles in the next World war 
for a long time. We began in Orange county away 
back yonder in the ’70’s, when grasshoppers some­ 
times took all the crops that the wild horses and jack- 
rabbits left on top of the ground. 
Then, in the *90’s, we began the long fight against 
the red scale that descended upon our orange trees. 
We are still making the attack upon orange orchard

should not overeat, because the products of diges­ 
tion are an added burden in the circulation, and be­ 
cause a full stom ach may, in some positions, press 
upw ard on the diaphram and seriously affect the 
m ovem ents of the h e a rt 
T he physician m ay prescribe drugs which are sed­ 
ative and serve not only to help the patient sleep 
b ut also low er the threshold of stim ulation of his 
nervous system and thus perm it the patient to re ­ 
spond less readily to m inor irritations. 
A drug such 
as digitalis has the power to slow the heart and to 
regulate and strengthen Its beat. 
All of the drugs 
th a t a re used in the control of h eart disease a rs 
pow erful for harm as well a s for good lf they 
are not prescribed in proper doses given a t the 
proper tim e. 
C ertainly they should never be used 
In a ttem p ts a t self-treatm ent. 
T he num ber of deaths from h e art disease for each 
100,000 persons rose steadily from 161.2 in 1901 to 
202.4 in 1917 and has rem ained ra th e r steadily above 
175 ever since. 
The increase in the death rates 
from 
h e a rt disease has given g reat concern 
to 
both physicians and public officials. 
The preven­ 
tion rests in proper attention to focal infections 
in early life and in proper attention to Infections 
and to a suitable personal hygiene in middle and 
later life. 
It is an old saying that a m an Is as old as his 
arteries. If the patient’s general health is good and 
it he keeps regular habits, if a heart defect la com ­ 
pensated and has not progressed for several years, 
the physician ie likely to promise him many ad­ 
ditional years of life.

T he 
governor 
has 
signed 
the 
"habitual crim inals’’ bill. 
And there will 
doubtless 
be

howl, late r on, against the carrying 
out of this act, as there is a howl 
on now, in New York. 
B ut it is a good proposal, even 
though critics can, by thinking out 
possible 
extrem e 
instances, 
find 
argum ents against it. 
The new law provides th at, on 
th e th ird conviction for any one of 
certain felonies, the offender shall 
be sentenced to life im prisonm ent, 
and th a t no parole official shall 
take cognizance of any parole peti­ 
tion until after a t least 12 years 
has been served. 
All 
the 
argum ents 
ag ain st 
a 
law of this kind are based on con­ 
siderations relating solely to the 
th ird offense. 
They do not take into considera­ 
tion the fact th a t a one-tim e o f­ 
fender 
alw ays 
h as 
a 
one-tim e 
w arning, 
in 
his own 
conscience. 
T hey do not take into considera­ 
tion th a t a tw o-tim es offender a l­ 
w ays has. in his own conscience, a 
tw o-tim e warning. 
Society ought not to keep on 
hounding 
a 
convict, 
w ith 
the 
degradation of his form er sins. B ut 
th is convict should never forget, 
him self. 
H e should alw ays w alk a little 
m ore 
carefully 
th an 
he 
would 
otherw ise. 
The conscience-free citizen can 
conduct 
him self 
w ith a 
certain 
abandon th a t no offender can ever 
have. H e has been through the 
fire. H is penitence is a fa ct th at 
should guard his hand and soul. 
He should not perm it him self to 
slip, as can the one w ho is not ex­ 
perienced. In his own m emory, he 
forever carries a w arning of the 
consequences of sin. 


So, If a m an h as been once Jon 
victed of robbery, or burglary, c 
arson, or m urder, or violent a* 
sault, or bribery of a public offl 
cial, or train w recking, or receiv 
ing stolen goods, and is then agal 
gutlty of one of these offenses, h 
should be extraordinarily carefu 
no m atter how penitent or pure < 
conscience, th a t he should not oi 
fend again.
